minary the Sun will be twice eclipſed, and both 
them nearly central, the one of them before his apogee 
and the other after it, conſequently we cannot expect th 
Moon to be eclipſed at all untill the year following. This 
account of the Eclipſes, with the time of their happening, 
with ſome gther remarks following, are as they were tram 
mitted to me by my aſtronomical friend Mr. H. Andrew, 
teacher of the mathematics at Royſton in the county of 
Hertford, with whom youth may be commendably boarded 
at very reaſonable rates. 

The firſt of theſe Solar Eclipſes happeneth upon Satur. 
day March the 12th, near our 10 in the forenoon ; but it 
will be inviſible to us in England, if the Sun ſhine ever ſo 
clear by reaſon of the Moon's Parallax, tho? ſhe has North 
latitude, yet it is ſo ſmall that her parallax will depreſs 
Her too low for us Europeans to have a fight of it, but in 
more Southern ſituations it will be a very great Eclipſe, 
for in + degree of South latitude, and 30 4 degree Eaſt lon- 
gitude from London, the Sun will be central and annular

He (that is, the above H. Andrews, at Royſton) adds 
alſo that the nodes of the Moon are ſo poſited as to make 
ber, in theſe Northern latitudes, obſcure from it's beholders, 
that notable ſtar called Aldebaran (it is a fiery red ſtar near 
the ſeven ſtars) vulgarly the Bull's South eye at every ap- 
pulſe to that ſtar, Of theſe appulſes three will be viſible 
to us, if the air prove ſerene and favourable. The firſt of 
theſe occultations happens on Saturday the 22d of Janua- 
ry, at 17 minutes paſt 4 in the evening, the ſtar will juſt 
touch the Eaſtern imd of the Moon, and at 31 minutes 

aſt 5 will again appear on the contrary ſide, after having 
* hid 1 hour and 14 minutes. The ſecond happens on 
Thurſday April the 14th in the evening, the ſtar touches 
the Moon at 10 minutes paſt 6, and will again appear on 
the other fide at 18 minutes paſt 7, after having been hid 
hour 8 minutes. The zd happens on Fi1day the 18th of 
November in the evening, the ſtar touches the Moon at 51 
minutes paſt 5, and will appear again on the other fide at 
48 minutes paſt 6, after having been hid 57 minutes. On 
Sunday May the 8th there happens a famous and beautiful 
occultation of the planet Mercury by the Moon, this con- 
junction is worth the notice of the curious, for tho” it is in 
the day-time, it may be diſcovered with a tolerable pood 
teleſcope of no more than 4 or 5 feet in length, if the air 
be clear, the immerſion will be 37 minutes paſt 7 in the 
morning, and the emerſion at 13 minutes paſt 8, fo that 
Mercury will be covered by the Moon 35 minutes, and this 
planet being near his greateſt elongation from the Sun, 
makes it an occultation worthy the obſervation of the curi- 
ous aſtronomer.

And firſt of the Brumal or Winter Quarter. 

The winter quarter begins when the Sun touches the 
firſt ſcruple of Capricorn, and that 1s this year on the 
21ſt of December at 57 minutes before noon, Anno 1774, 
at which time 17 degrees of Sagitary culminates, and 28 
degrees of Aquary aſcends in the Eaſt. There is no great 
matter to be expected from this ingreſs, eſpecially of good 
nature and humanity amongit mankind. Saturn poſſeſſ— 
eth the ſeventh houſe, hath lately been in ſquare to the Sun 
lord of the 7th, and is in ſquare to Mercury in the medium 
cœli. This ſhews much ſtrife and debate among the 
great men of ſeveral nations about rights, priviledges ; 
ana the Moon, who repreſents the common ſort of people, 
is in ſquare to Mars at the ingreſs, and in the preven- 
tional new Moon is in ſquare to Saturn, and at the poſt- 
ventional full Moon is in oppoſition of Saturn. Theſe 
poſitions in the general thoroughly conſidered will afford 
matter enough for me to comment upon for this Winter 
Quarter; and, to be plain, they are moſtly of a previous and 
quarrellous tendency ; for the ſquare of Jupiter and Mars 
from cardinal figns threatens the countries fignified there- 
by wih treaſon, rebeilions, mutinies, falſhoods, perj uries, 
violations, or breach of leagues, or ſeemingly firm agree- 
ments, and [ ſincerely wiſh that thoſe things do not happen 
too near us; and certainly the ſquare of the Sun and ju- 
piter puſhes forward the effects, and that many private 
differences will ariſe in this and ſome neighbouring covn- 
tries; as houſebreaking, the roads diſturbed with highway- 
men, duclling, &c. and likewiſe I expect to hear of vari- 
ous reports, ſome true, ſome falſe, but none very "oy 
rial. 
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rial. My advice upon the whole is, that all men would 
heartily endeavour, and ſtudy to promote peace and rules 
of good living, While time and opportunity gives them 
leave, vitæ finem protende: de craſtino haud ullus ſecurus. 
Thus 1s the Winter quarter (according to aſtral cauſes) 
likely to prove, or to this purpoſe, for the ſtars do not 
ſpeak words, tho* I know this noble and divine ſcience 
hath many adverſaries, and ſome learned too, but theſe 
are of that ſtamp that raſhly condemn what they never un- 
derſtood, nor ever took the pains to know; but the learned 
Dr. Swadling was of a contrary temper, tho? he was ſome- 
time an enemy to this ſcience, yet when he had made a 
thorough enquiry, he gave his vote for it, as it is in his Di- 
vinity, fol, 18, and 19. and theſe are his words, viz. 
„Many things I heretofore did believe againſt aſtrology 
« and was perſuaded thereunto from its name, root, and 
* end, Bur upon a juſt examination, I retract, becauſe 
% I find the aſtrologer is neither an inchanter, witch or

« of Cohn, which fignifies a prieſt ; ſurely it is to tell 
* the aftrologer, that tho" the preſbyter were his enemy, 
«« yet the prieſt may be his friend, and allow his art law. 
„ ful, not only for the root of it, but alſo thirdly, for the 
end of it, which cannot be injurious to God, becaule 
„ the aſtrologer confeſſeth,” ſapiens dominabitur aſtris, 
So far the learned Dr. and Mr. Caryl tell us, that it is 
our duty to ſtudy che heavens, and to be acquainted with 
the ſtars. Hence it plainly appears that in aſtrology there 


is nothing contrary but conſonant to divinity and to the 
holy ſcriptures. 


Which brings me toconſider the Spring Quarter. 
Which takes it's beginning, according to my tables, on 
Sunday the 2oth of March, at 53 minutes afternoon, at 
which time 7 degrees aſcends on the Eaſtern finitor, and 15 
degrees of Aries on the cuſp of the medium cceli and Saturn i: 
8 in 27 degrees of Virgo in the 3d retrograde has lately 
n in oppoſition with the Sun, and preſently after the in- 
greſs is in the ſame aſpect with Mars, and Jupiter is on the 
cuſp of the medium ccli, and Mars on the cuſp of the 
th, the Sun, Venus and Mercury in the gth, and the 
oon on the cuſp of the 12th, is departing from the ſquare 
of the Sun, and applying to the ſquare of Venus, and ſquare 
of Jupiter, trine of Mars, and ſquare of Mercury. Thus 
we are given to underſtand, how the heavenly bodies are 
poſited at the time of this ingreſs, and how they are gently 
inclining the minds and diſpoſitions of moſt people in 
theſe and ſome other countries to peace, love, and unity; 
tho? the common people have ſtill ſome gramblings not 
yet quite rubbed out, and yet there are ſlill abroad trou- 
dieſome debates, ſtrugling and contending intereſts, in 
hich I fear the king of Poland will yet be a further ſuf- 


ferer, 
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erer, and fome other Northern crowns want ſtill a better 
inderſtanding, and yet (with good reaſon) I am perſuad- 
ed we ſhall not be long before we hear of ſome alterations 
in theſe affairs for the better, wiz. that propoſals are made 
for the accommodation of differences ſtill depending both 
in church and ſtate, and as for our domeſtic affairs in the 
nain, they proceed in good erder. The Summer proves 
noderate and ſeaſonable, producing a good and healthful 
eaſon. The ſeas freed from pyracies of thoſe we moſtly 
fared, and the merchants proſper, tho' I fear the roads 
vill be diſturbed in ſeveral parts of this kingdom houſe- 
burning, duelling, &c. The next thing I ſhall take notice 
of is the oppoſition of the two infortunes in Virpo and 
Piſces ; it will affect ſome parts of Italy and Ruſſia and 
france with a ſpring diſeaſe, as a Diſorder in the bowels 
proceeding from cold, neither do | expect our own na- 
tion to be free from diftempers of that kind, fo I conclude 
ny judgment of this Quarter with this poetical ſtanza, 


Pheebus, heaven's glorious lamp with warming rays, 
Returning ſhortens nights and lengthens days ; 
Each plant (but late cover'd o'er with ſnow) 

Does from it's warmth prolific virtue know. 

All things revive, and from the teeming earth

Of the SUnumeR Quarter. 


Which begins when the Sun enters the tropical ſign of 
Cancer, which happens this year according to my tables 
on Tueſday the 21it of June at 10 min. paſt 11 in the fore. 
noon, making the longeſt day and ſhortelt night to all peo- 
ple on this ſide the Equator, at the time of the ingrels the 
poſition and face of heaven is as follows. The midheaven 
is 19 degrees of Gemini, and the aſcendant is 22 degrees 
of Virgo, with Saturn on the cuſp juſt riſen into the 12th, 
the Sun and Mercury in the 10th, Mars and Venus in the 
gth, Jupiter in the 8th, and the Moon in the 2d. There 
is not any thing conſiderable to be expected from this in- 
greſs relating to the publick and ſtate affairs of the world: 
what is of that nature will not be viſible till the end of July 
or Auguſt ; and then we ſhall have news from Italy, either 
the Pope in danger, or the death of a fat Cardinal, rumours 
out of the North of diſturbance in Poland eſpecially the 
South part of it: news from Livonia and Sweedland and 
alſo ſome nearer home, even from Ireland, and this about 
religion, as well as ſome of thoſe in the North. I pray God 

ive a good iſſue and concluſion to theſe affairs, that may 
for the good of his people and the proteſtant religion 
in all parts of the world, for at this time there are many 
hands and heads at work to deltroy it if poſſible. The laſt 
thing I ſhall obſerve in this ingreſs is the conjunction of 
Jupiter and Venus near the cuſp of the gth, with the Moon 
in the 3d, and her ſeparation from the one aud application 
to the other ; this doth promiſe ſafe and ſucceſsful voyages 
to the induſtrious ſailors, and good profitable returns to 
merchants during this ingreſs, which God grant. 

The Autumnal Quarter begins this year the 22d of Sep- 
tember at 38 min. paſt midnight, 3 degrees of Leo are on 
the horizon, and 9g degrees of Aries are on the medium 
cœli. Jupiter is on the cuſp of the 11th and Mars is in the 
12th near the cuſp of the aſcendent. But the only unto- 
ward and malignant pcſition in the ſcheme 1s the conjunc- 
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jon of the Sun, Saturn and Mercury in the very end of 
Virgo, and the beginning of Libra in the third an obſcure 
houſe. And indeed this conjunction will in the main in- 
fuence the whole quarter, and I doubt a little beyond it, 
even the whole Winter ſeaſon, it will prove of very ill con- 
quence to ſome people to whom it relates, &. but the 
nalignity will depend on ſome former configurations, and 
;Fe& thoſe that are afflicted with it in their heads, bowels, 
ud tomachs. I expect the diſeaſes incident to this quar- 
ter are melancholy, gripes, Phelegms, quotidian fevers, 
coughs, conſumpt ons and ſuch like; but bleſſed be God 
the ſtars ſeem friendly to Great Britain, and ſome part of 
the low countries, in ſhort tHngs would in the main ſucceed 
well, and if pride, faction, deſigning, tricking and cheat- 
were not too much practiſed amongſt us, we might ill 
hope God would continue his mercies of peace and plenty 
to us and ſucceeding ages, Amen.

And now before I con- 
clude my book TI will give you another, viz. the nativity of 
a young man born in the latitude of about 53 degrees and 
2, who has had a liberal education, and has a furprizing 
genius, and has according to natural cauſes a confiderable 
courſe of life and fortune to run in the world, and more- 
over I dare ſay will make a great advancement beyond the 
reaſonable expeRince at his beginning, and ſo without 
any further heſitation, I will give you the figure of the 
eſtimate time of his birth according as he ſent it me.
